Save movies as QuickTime streaming files and add them to your web pages. 
Create your own iMovie theater on the web using HomePage, one of the many 
free iTools available at www.apple.com. 


Restore cut or cropped clips to their original form with a single command. 

Store even more clips for greater creative freedom with the new scrolling shelf. 

Apply video effects such as Sepia Tone, Soft Focus, Water Ripple, or Black and White 
to create unique and compelling movies. You can also adjust colors, control brightness, 
and alter contrast. 

Reverse the direction of video clips or change playback speed (from slow motion up to 
fast forward). 

Extract unwanted audio from captured video clips. 

select a section of video and replace it with a different clip or photo while retaining the 
audio contained in the original video. 

Import QuickTime DV files, such as 3D animations, into your Desktop Movies. 

Control the direction of transitions. 

Control the speed of title effects and how long titles stay on the screen. 


Preview movies in real time in your camcorder or on your TV. Using the new FireWire 
Preview mode, just connect your camcorder to your television’s video input. 

View thumbnails of clips in the Timeline for intuitive editing. 

Control how much detail or perspective is shown in the Timeline with the zoom controls. 
Lock audio to specific video to maintain synchronization with the video as you edit. 
Place audio at a precise position in your movie with the new ghost playhead marker. 
Split audio clips in two for more flexibility with music and sound. 


Flawlessly transfer video and audio from your digital camcorder to your computer, with 
no loss of quality. A single FireWire cable digitally transfers both video and audio, 
eliminating cable clutter. 

Control your camcorder remotely through onscreen buttons for easy video capture. 
Preview video from your camcorder on your computer screen to select just the footage 
you want to capture.

This is where you store the clips captured from your 
camcorder. Simply drag clips to the Timeline to 
begin making your movie. 


© Monitor window 

Preview your movie or view video directly from your 
camcorder. The VCR-type controls at the bottom of 
the window make it easy. 


© Timeline 


You create your movie in the Timeline. Click the 
Clip Viewer tab to edit your clips, arrange them, 
try different combinations, and add transitions 
between scenes. Click the Timeline Viewer tab 
to add music and sound effects or edit audio. 
You can also adjust the speed of your clips and 
magnify the detail of the Timeline. 


B Design panels 

Enhance your movie with titles, video and sound 
effects, transitions, and music. It’s easy with the 
included effects libraries.
